Now that the program is practically 
com pleted, he has decided to bring all 
of his influence to bear In behalf of 
the publicity bill 
He took Senator

of the se n a te com m ittee on elections. 
When he and the president parted it 
w as with the understan din g that the 
cam p aign publicity bill soon would be 
called up. 
T h e president obtained the consent

publicity bill might 
have right of way as the unfinished 
b u sin ess in the senate following the 
final disposition of the postal savin gs 
bank bill.

MILLET AS A CATCH CROP. 


Useful to Follow Another or Rsplscs 
On* That Has Been Destroyed. 
When a catch crop becomes neces­ 
sary one of the first that is thought of 
is millet. 
This crop does not have a 
high feeding value, as It is apparently 
too rich In oiL 
At the sam e time it Is 
very useful to follow another crop or 
as a catch crop to replace one that has 
been destroyed. 
It matures quickly 
and, In combination with other feeds, 
has an undoubted value. 
There are many varieties, and In gen­ 
eral these varieties constitute oue of 
the most Important groups of food 
plants, as they are the staple diet of 
about one-third of the world's human 
population. 
In the old world they are 
growu as cereals, hut In America al­ 
most entirely as forage. 
The true mil­ 
let Is sometimes called the broom corn 
m illet 
Another variety Is the fox tall 
millet, and still others are the barn­ 
yard or Japanese, the African, the Chi­ 
nese, the Indian and pearl or cat tail 
m illet 
The fox tall variety Includes 
the German and Hungarian millets, 
which are most commonly grown In 
this state. 
For several years past there seems to 
have been a considerable Increase lo 
Interest In millet as a pasture crop In 
western Kansas. 
When sowu for such

am ount of seed should In* used. 
As It 
Is a heavy feeder and draw s upon the 
nitrogen element of the soil It Is said 
to be hard on lund. 
Those soils which 
are best adapted for Its growth are 
ami* ti

drained so as not to lie too wet are beet 
for this crop. though It may he suc­ 
cessfully grown on clay soils which do 
not get too dry. 
Cloy soils are not good for millet be­ 
rn use they lark In humus. 
The seed 
must not tie sown before the ground 
has become warm. us they will either 
fall to germ inate or will remain Iii 
the ground so long that the weeds get 
too great a start. 
If the land Is rather 
thin more seed should tie sown. 
It 
eau tie either broadcasted or drilled, 
hut In rich land a smaller quantity of 
seed may be used. as the plants will till 
bet ter.— K ansas Farmer.
